Upon reconsideration of applicants' arguments, the Examiner agrees that the prior art 
does not provide motivation or suggestion to use entire cDNA molecules encoding 
antibody heavy and light chains in the production of antibodies. The scope of the 
claims is consedered to require the use of entire cDNA molecules within the invention. 
The entire cDNA molecules are condidered to include any leader sequences found 
within the mRNA used to synthesize the cDNA molecules derived from the mRNA of 
the hybridomas, the coding sequences for the antibody molecules, and the poly A tails 
resulting from the mRNA used to synthesize the cDNA molecules encoding the 
antibody molecules . This interpretation is considered to be reasonable in view of the 
arguments presented at pages 1-3 of the paper filed July 14, 1997.
